Santa Fe has a young man with a mind 
which has a faculty that is rarely to lie 
found, if, indeed, it can ever lie discov­ 
ered elsewhere. Tile gentleman in ques­ 
tion is Hugh McKovitt a printer, work­ 
ing over at the military headquarters. He 
is a rapid type setter and a thoiiroughly 
good workman, so that lie is not depend­ 
ent on any side business fora good liv­ 
ing, aud as a consequence has never said 
anything about his spelling capacity 
which is the subject of this item. 
Mc-, 
Kevitt is a left-handed speller, and de­ 
fies any one to put at him a word which 
he cannot spell backward as rapidly as 
the Lest and quickest speller could give 
it in the usual way. 
The other day the reporter fell in with 
him when he was in a mood more com­ 
municative than usual, and had occasion 
to try him. 
Incomprehensibility was 
not a marker for him. 
As soou as the 
word was pronounced Mc said “Fifteen 
letters,” aud went at it backward so fast 
that his hearers were unable to tell 
whether he was right or wroug. 
“You 
see,” said a fellow-priuter, “ he eau tell 
the number of letters in any word with­ 
out a moments licsitation, as well as he 
can spell it backward, and not only that, 
but you eau givo him a whole sentence, 
and he will tell you at once how many 
letters there are in it, and go right on 
and spell through tho whole tbiug back­ 
ward faster than most i»eople could spell 
it the other way.” 
This thing was tried time and time 
again, aud no word or series of words 
could be hit upon which were not ren­ 
dered as indicated above 
Of course, 
there are words in the English language 
whicli McKevitt has never heard of, just 
as is the case with almost every other 
man, but he is what would lie called a 
line speller, “right-liauded” as he says 
and is familiar with tho language, and 
any word which lie has heard aud can 
spell at all he can si>ell backward with 
astonishing rapidity. The strangest part 
about the whole thing is that McKevitt 
has never practiced or studied spelling 
backward a day in his life. Ho says ho 
does not know how he .acquired 
the 
ability to do it, but tim- as soon as he 
hears or sees a word, even if he has nev­ 
er thought of it before, which of course, 
is the case with a large majority 
of 
words, he knows immediately how many 
lettersjtliere are in it aud how to si>ell it 
backward or iu tho regular way. 
It is 
so, Uh», with sentences. 
Ho knows at 
once how* many words aud letters in any 
sentence that may lie suggested, and 
states the numbers promptly as soon as 
the words are uttered. 
McKevitt can 
also distribute tyi>e backward as fast as 
forward. I u the left-handed spelling 
there is no theory of sound to aid him, 
as in very many instances tho letters 
si»ell nothing at all and cannot be pro­ 
nounced, so that there is no accounting 
for his ability Ut spell in that way except 
to conclude that it is the result of a gift— 
a peculiar faculty of a remarkably quick 
mind. 
There is no particular advantage in all 
this as far as eau Im* discovered, but it is 
a curiosity ami a rare one. and if any- 
Lnly thinks it isn’t hard to do let him 
try to acquire it.

On Sunday afternoon the funeral ser­ 
vices of the late George Cook wTere held 
at Court Strait Methodist church, under 
the auspices of tho Temple of Honor, of 
which deceased was a most worthy and 
honored momber. 
Rev. Olin A. Curtis, 
tho pastor of the churoh, preached a most 
excellent (aud 
appropriate 
sermon, 
which, by re piest of tho Temple of H on­ 
or, tho Gazette gives its readers in full: 
D roit rf>s xvi:32—"H e th a t ruleth hid spirit, than 
he th a t ta k eth a city.” 
The entire verse reads: “He that is 
alow to anger is better than tho mighty; 
and he that ruleth his spirit, than he that 
taketh a city.” The thought of the wise 
man is that it is better to master the tem­ 
per, to control the spirit in oue direction, 
than to be strong in body; but to master 
the entire spirit is better than to have 
the spoil and glory of capturing a city. 
As far back as human history goes, 
honor has always been paul to the hero, 
to th** man who has mastered something. 
Iii earliest times, before civilization hail 
moulded tho opinions of men, before re­ 
ligion was anything more than a myste­ 
rious bias of the soul, muscular giants 
were the heroes. 
Every literature has 
its Hercules or its Bamsou. 
And those 
victories of the brawny arm over the 
wild, natural world were not unworthy 
the admiration of men just beginning to 
live iii the midst of difficulty. Life, from 
the first, has been a desperate struggle 
for existence; audit is no wonder that 
our ancestors, as they found themselves 
hemmed in by obstacles of every kind, 
from a lion’s teeth to a river’s Hood, glo­ 
rified the mighty one. To them there 
was something superb iii our brawny 
hero standing out alone in all the vast 
universe of difficulty, and getting tho 
mastery by Ins own right arm. But after 
a while it was found out that there were 
many things which mere physical force 
con I* I never do. Laws were discovered, 
and to use those laws, there must be 
thinking rather than pounding; so the 
heroic became thoughtful, aud ineu gave 
applause to the brave thinker as well as 
to the stout giant. 
To-day, my friends, the world lias 
hardly got beyond the second style of 
hero. 
It would bo wrong to say that the 
wfrrid glorifies mere musclo to-day, aud 
always builds that into heroes. No, it is 
a small and very shabby part of this 
world that gives praise to pugilistic vic­ 
tories; but you add consummate skill to 
matchless 
endurance; 
you 
nut 
together 
a 
/hiring 
heart 
aud a strong arm and a splendid head, 
and that man will receive tho huzzas of 
his 
fellows. 
\Vo 
write 
and talk 
much about moral heroes aud the glory 
of mastery in the realm of spirit; but, 
outside the christian church, it is still, 
not the man who masters himself, but 
th** man who takes a city, that wears the 
honors of men. Rend a successful war­ 
rio rs Grantor a Yon Moltke, around 
the world, and every crown will Ihjw, and 
every workman’s cap will be doffed; but 
send your moral hero (not such as our 
Garfield, because he was lifted into no­ 
tice by a thrilling tragedy, and the cir 
cmustauees were such that we can never 
tell how lunch his moral heroism aloin 
drew out the praises of men)—Benda 
man who is u moral hero and nothing 
more, but a man who has mastered him­ 
se lf to the last corner of Ins being 
semi 
hun, and Ii** will hardly be honored with 
th** freedom of the world’s large cities, 
nor hear the hallelujahs of the world's 
great bali!de of tongues. 
Yet, my friends, tho text stamleth: 
“ ll** that ruleth his spirit is better than 
lie who taketh a city.” He who masters 
himself is more of a man than he who by 
muscle or by brain or by both, overcomes 
any outside difficulty or masters any out­ 
side foe. 
I want to give you some reasons why 
we should believe the text, aud therefore 
why we should pay the richest honors to 
tho moral hero, to tho man who masters 
himself. 
Of all kinds of victory the most diffi­ 
cult to achieve is self-mastery. 
There ps 
no field of conflict so imperfectly known 
as the invisible human spirit. Often we 
do not know ourselves at all. 
We think 
we are strong at the very points where 
we are weak. We grant the enemy ad­ 
vantage aft?r advantage, confident all the 
time that we know every iuch of the 
soul’s territory. All warnings we receive 
with laughter or dignified 
contempt. 
Do I not 
know my 
own 
power? 
Must 
I 
be 
admonished 
like 
a teu-years-old 
drummer boy?” 
Yet 
all the time habits a»*e boing silently 
equipped which, some day, shall shout in 
our camp like tho blast of the enemies’ 
bugle, ami charge upon us like solid un- 
\ adding battalions. 
Then, it is not so easy iii the soul’s 
conflict to get human reinforcements. 
We may have friends; there may be many 
about us who long to aid us; but they 
may not besa related to us that they can 
t us. They may not come at just the 
right time. 
They may not understand 
us. They may be so bungling in their 
approach as to be almost worse than our 
foes, 
it is very difficult to wisely help a 
human spirit in conflict. 
Words must 
be wise, looks must be wise, silences 
must be wise. And, most of all, there 
must I ie behind the words, looks, and 
silences, manhood enough so that the 
lighting man is sure you are not a piece 
of solemn cant, but a real friend. 
Again: there is so much monotony in 
this long, long warefaro of a tempted 
soul. 
If a man had to resist au impulse 
for an hour, or for a day, perhaps lie 
could gather himself up aud make one 
desperate effort, aud win tho victory. But 
the tight continues day after day, and 
month after month, and year after year; 
when ho goes here and when he goos 
thor**; when ho walks and when he rides; 
when lie cats aud when he works. 
Aud 
perhaps tile man's temptation may ho 
such that it enters his sleep aud tags him 
with horrid dreams, lie awakes tired 
out, and yet tiiere is a long day o f-tempt­ 
ation ahead of him. O, my friends, tho 
terrible despondency that comes to a 
human spirit in weary, endless, monoto­ 
nous battle! How it seems that hell it­ 
self would be a luxury!—for that would 
end this unliearuble uncertainty!—that 
would end this ceaseless tossing between 
hope aud despair! 
Again; we know so little about our en 
ouiy. 
When Yon Moltke won his divi­ 
ded victories in the Franco-Prussian war, 
ho had Ik'oii 
studying 
Franco 
aud 
Frenchmen for 
years, 
aud 
could 
anticipate 
even 
their 
freaks 
But no man knoweth tho enemy of the 
human spirit. He is sly and plausible 
and eloquent and mighty. 
His begin­ 
nings are as subtle as slow poison. He 
can isolate a th mg, ami lift it out of all 
pr«qier relations, so that a corner of j>er- 
11 ti on is fascinating, and so that a lie 
scorns bk*' a verse of the Hermon on the 
Mount. 
Ile can fashion tilth till it pass­ 
es for purity; andhc can breathe upon 
purity with his dastardly breath till a 
saint is almost ashamed of his graces. 
He can plan with fearful skill aud wait 
with awful patience, lie quietly smiles 
as modern philosophy tries to reason him 
out of the fight, and as modern poetry 
calls bim a harmless old myth. But ev­ 
ery humau soul who has been down iu 
the dust aud blood of all hell’s light for 
a subject has hail experiences never to 
to lie 
successfully classified 
without 
using tho ugly words of God’s Holy 
B o o k . 
This mastery of self is not only the 
most difficult., but it has the most sign1 ti- 


ca nee. To capture Troy or Richmond 
has a temporal significance, but to mas­ 
ter your owu spirit has an eternal sig­ 
nificance. In this world, a man may 
win glory by some other sort of mastery; 
but only that man who, by Gods help, 
has mastered himself can win Hie larger 
places aud glories aud peace aud rest and 
joy of the eternal life. 
A taker of cities 
is making earthly history, but a ruler of 
his own spirit is making eternal history. 
The books opened on the Great Day will 
not refer to Sedan or to Vicksburg; but 
they will reveal much concerning the 
battles now, iu our owu city, in our own 
neighborhoods, going on iu the soul of 
meu. 
Again; his self-mastery furnishes the 
struggle iu which God takes the most 
interest. God cares for the human soul 
far more than he does for city walls or 
national 
governments. Indeed, 
God 
cares for the affairs of cities aud nations 
only aa they givo opportunity to men. 
From the beginning God has been try­ 
ing to build men,—not Rowers—he can 
think them into all their delicate beauty; 
uot planets.—he can will them into all 
their 
gfeut 
orbits: but men, 
those 
who 
love 
him 
and 
serve 
him, aud yet have tile power to hate him 
and 
to 
disobey him;—men, who, by 
grace and .effort, boccale true and kind, 
unselfish aud holy. To build men, there 
must be struggles, anil the possibility of 
sin, and, as I believe, of hell. To build 
men, there must bo a human will, free; 
and a Holy Bpirit as persistent as Bahan; 
and a Christ ever ready to save. No 
wonder that God is most intensely inter­ 
ested in this battle for self-mastery! No 
wonder there i.s joy in heaven over one 
sinner that repentoth! No wonder the 
high skies bend with all their angels aud 
principalities aud powers over tho man 
who struggles to be a m 
o 
n 
! 
And out of tho long, monotonous fight 
the 
self-master, 
the 
moral 
hero 
cometh. 
All the difficulties are over­ 
come. 
God having been his helper and 
Christ having been his Savior, lie now 
ruleth his own spirit. Passion and appe­ 
tite are bound like the slaves in the old 
Roman triumph, 
lie walks the earth, 
not Samson, not JJauuibal, not any taker 
of cities, but a majestic, royal, spiritual 
hero. He is the greater victor.
